He scouts the 
idea that the adverse balance with 
the United States has been reduced 
by tbe King Government. Why 
should he consult the official fig¬ 
ures merely to find that it has been 
reduced from $300,000,000 in 
1921 to a little more than $80,- 
000,000 in 1925 > But the public

New Arrangement Between 
Railways and Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment i$‘ Announced 

E. W. Beatty Says Railroad 
Colonization Agencies Giverv 
Freer Hand 

Edmonton. Bept. 18.—A nem 
arrangement entered into between 
the Canadian rallroada and tha Gov¬ 
ernment. by which It is hoped verjr 
materially to stimulate the movement 
of desirable immigrant* to Canada 
wa# announced by E. W. Beatty, 
president of the Canadian Pactfid 
Railway, in an address at a dlnnep, 
given in hia honor last night by tha 
Edmonton Board of Trade. 

Under the new agreement tha twd 
f chief railway companies, through 
! their colonization department*, hava 
• been given a free hand to select, 
transport and distribute all colonials 
who can be properly assimilated in 
Canada, with the further privilege of 
Issuing the necessary permits fop 
their admission, subject to the re¬ 
quirements of the statute and to the 
mental and physical fitness of the 
applicants. 

"A* a result of this agreement.* 
said Mr. Beatty, “we may he able. In 
view of the favorable harvest condi¬ 
tions existing In the West, to look 
forward to n renewal of the move¬ 
ment of those who are urgently 
needed in solving the serious prob¬ 
lems we are now faced with In Can¬ 
ada." 

ALL SECTIONS INTERESTED 

Since the beginning of the Great 
War. said Mr Beatty. Canada had had 
to limp along on its reserve man 
power and until the man power was 
pumped in again on the old scale, 
activities must be curtailed and pro¬ 
gress slow. This condition was n»»t 
confined to Western Canada. Nova 
Beotia and New Brunswick needed 
additional population and bad good 
farm land available, and their people 
believed they had been sidetracked 
by the booming of the West as a 
location for settlers. 

' The need of new population la im¬ 
perative. both Fast and West." said 
Mr. Beatty. "The Manitoba Freo 
ITes* recently made the amazing but, 
no doubt, true statement that after 
100 years of settlement, the whole 
population of Canada does not equal 
the Increase In population In ths 
I'nlfed Stjit p.m In fifteen years. 
CANADIANS RETURNING 

"Our achievements since the war 
have been disappointing. During the 
four years ending December 81. 1921. 
899 55© people entered Canada, whiln 
| It is estimated 884.000 Canadians left 
the country. The only bright spot Is 
that from April 1 to November 80 
last year, official figures Indicate 
that 84,000 Canadians returned from 
the United Slates and this flow haa 
continued. 

MUCH LAND AVAILABLE .. 

"There are approximately 25.000.000 
acre* of vacant land suitable for cul¬ 
tivation In the tbre# Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces. situated within fifteen mile* 
of existing railways." said Mr. 
Beatty. "If these were subdivided 
into 120-acre farms it would mean 
78.125 new farms for Immediate cul¬ 
tivation. if In eooh half section 
there were four colonists, the total 
would he 212.500. Government sta¬ 
tistics estimate the value of «<h 
family of four in the purchase Of 
gooda to he fL588.9I net per annum, 
so the value of this settlement lb the 
country would be. $112,104,000 per 
annum.** 

Mr. Beatty pointed out there was 
nothing that would hold Canadians 
in Canada and invite others so much 
or so effectively as national prosper¬ 
ity. particularly among the produc¬ 
ers. lTofitable production and effect¬ 
ive distribution would solve the prin¬ 
cipal national problems. The two 
transportation companies recognised 
that only by Increased population 
could the problems of national debt, 
excessive re.il wsn mfl—gS Urf Med 
for further industrial development he 
solved. 

FAITH OF C.P.R. 

Mr Beatty concluded with an ex¬ 
pression of complete confidence and 
faith In the future of Canada, which, 
he said, was the greatest of Capa- 
dlan Pacific contributions to tfte iU- 
velopment of the Dominion because 
It seemed to him confidence and faith 
were what Canadians most of all 
needed to-day. After-war deprea- * 
aion had led to talk of people losing 
hope, to talk of disintegration, or 
provinces threatening to secede, even 
of the possibility of Canada costing 
In her lot with the great country to 
the south. But there was one Institu¬ 
tion in Canada which had not lost 
confidence, which still had faith In 
the future of tha Dominion, which 
still believed that the one and only 
aaivatM)* thAa W re- - 

main an undivided whole with its 
present Empire ties, and that inatltu- 
tion was the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way.

Sir Harry Rudolph Reichol, 
LL.D., member of a Royal Com¬ 
munion appointed by the Hritiah 
Government to make a survey of 
methods of higher education, 
paused through Vietoria last 
night as a passenger on board R.

Sir Harry ia returning from M 
five monthx’ tour spent for the 
most part In Naw Zealand, where hs

“Only the very beet of our boys 
and girts, mentally and physically, 
are sent from England.” stated Dr. 
Carleas to press representatives as 
the Aorangi lay at the wharf last 
evening. 

The edict of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. continued Dr. Carless. was a 
blow at thirty-seven years of Bar¬ 
nardo operation In Canada. Most of 
the boys sent to this country in 
former years had been under that 
age, he stated, and the placing of the 
age limit at fourteen shut off almost 
In full tha Barnardo Immigration. 

In Australia, continued the eminent 
aurgeon. the Barnardo settling had 
been continued for three years, and 
In that time the boys had mads 
names for themselves by thtir ready 
willingness to work and capacity to 
get ahead. 

Australia, he intimated, received 
the Barnardo youths with open arms. 

In the last forty years no less than 
50.00® boys had been settled in Bri¬ 
tish Dominions, and were making 
good, concluded Dr. Carlesa. who 
added that Canada had always been 
considered a land of wonderful op¬ 
portunity for the Barnardo boys. 

Under the present policy of the 
Barnardo directors 400 boys are pre¬ 
pared and fitted for emigration every 
year These are placed in British 
possessions, going to positions made 
for them in advance. An overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of youthful emigrants 
make good, and soon became a val¬ 
uable asset to the country of their 
adoption. It ia stated. • 

Dr. Albert Carleas is emeritus pro¬ 
fessor of surgery at King’s College.
